father, from whom he had reason to Im*- 
lieve he had l»eeu stolen iii infancy. 
He 
said that Ins name was Frank Coguu. aud 
that lie was a fanner at Great Bend, Pa. 
He had lieen brought up on th** farmjof 
Michael Cleary, and as a lad he had al­ 
ways been made to indie vc that In* was 
the hitter's son. In a quarrel last sum­ 
mer Cleary disclosed the fact that tin* 
young man wdien a child had Ikvn placed 
in his care by a neighing* in this city. 
He said that Cogan’s motlier had died 
aud his father had gone away, and that 
he (Cleary) had then moved out into 
Pennsylvania, keeping his own counsel 
and giving his name to the boy. The 
young farmer immediately came to this 
city in search of his father, arn! Super­ 
intendent Walling referred hun to the 
authorities in the bureau of vital statis­ 
tics, Insides giving him the assistance of 
of the ikiliee department. 
Iii due time 
confirmation was obtained <if a part of 
the story told by Cleary, but strong sus­ 
picion was aroused that instead of having 
been legimately adopted the chilli hail 
l**en abducted, as a result of the con­ 
spiracy to rob him of property left him 
by bis motlier. The record of Mrs. Co­ 
gan’s death in June, ISH, was found. 
At that time lier husband kept a liquor 
store at No. NO Murray street, lint on the 
outbid ikfof the Mexican war he joi'4**d 
the army of volunteers, leaving the chili! 
ut cart* of his friend, Michael Cleary, 
tli**n living iii twenty-second street. 
Ho 
did not return till years afterward, ami 
then the Oleary’s had disappeared with 
th** chilli. Ile searched for them in vain 
aud then iii turn, became lost to his 
friends. For two months young Cogau 
patiently followed these clews, aided by­ 
th** police iii every city which he visited, 
and a few days ago his efforts wvre 
crowned with success. He foil ml 
his 
father a pr*»s|»erous tea merchant in 
Philadelphia, and convinced him of his 
identity. Their mutual joy was great, 
and it wits almost with tears that the 
young man related his good fortune to­ 
day to friends he had found ut the J hi! ice 
headquarters aud bureau <if vital statis­ 
tics. 
Directed by his father, he hail 
found an uncle, his mother’s brother, in 
this city. The latter’s name is Charles 
Gallagher, who keeps an oyster saloon 
on Greenwich street. 
He refits***! to Im* 
convinced that Frank Cogau is 
his 
nephew, win nil he lielieves to Ik* dead. 
A new search was instituted io-duy at til** 
bureau of vital statistics to disprove this 
uncle s conviction. Another uncle, Ed­ 
ward Gallagher, upon whose help Cogun 
d*qtended to trade and recover his inher­ 
itance from his motlier, Iris gone west, 
and lives now iu Bara, California. He 
has Ihvii communicated with. Charles 
Gallagher says that even if Cogan is 
proved to be his nephew, tile latter will 
Ik* disappointed in his expectation of 
inheritance. Mrs. Cogan died inxir, ami 
her mother claimant’s grandmother, left 
no pro|K*rty,as he supposes.

Washburn was 11,361; in 1877, under Mr. 
Rublee again, Governor Smith received 
a plurality 7,273, but lacked 17,646 of 
receiving a majority over all the votes 
cast. 
Iii the Presidential election of 
1^72, when tin* great number alluded to 
had broken loos** from the party, Mr. 
Keyes conducted the campaign so bril-, 
baldly that General Grant received 18,- 
515 iii this State. 
The article continues: 
Iii a manner, 
so ungenerous as to be unworthy of the 
distinguished ex-Senator, Mr. Howe re­ 
fers to the defeat of tho Republican par­ 
ty in the State as being attributable to* 
the management of Mr. Keyes. This 
was the election of Governor Taylor iii 
1873. 


TH E CONTEST OF 1873. 
This resulted from a combination of 
causes, as much beyond the control of 
tin* chairman as is a whirlwind. The de­ 
fection of th** previous year had increased 
among Republicans; a granger element 
had sprung up among the people against 
railroads; a temperance movement struck 
against the Republicans; their candidate

In 1874, the Legis­ 
lature was reclaimed; in 1875, Mr. Lud­ 
ington was elected Governor; and in 
1876, in one of the hardest political 
battles ever fought in the State, with 
the largest vote ever lie fore polled, the 
Republican electors were chosen by a 
respectable majority; and it is folly to 
say that this victory was not largely due 
to the

Ile worked, as no chairman ever worked 
before iii this State, and exhibited a force 
and skill in the direction of the cam­ 
paign, that is deserving of all praise; and 
yet, Mr. Howe fails to note the fact that 
there wais such a campaign.

210 man has sense enough to hold a par­ 
asol as it should be held 
Now when a 
wife and her husband are of the proper 
proportioned height the parasol is not 
an evil of very much consequence, but 
when the smaller wife carries a parasol 
aud walks by the side of her husband, 
the ribs of the parasol are brought to a 
level with his eyes, and Hie latter are 
placed iii imminent danger. 
This leads 
to grave disasters, and ultimately es­ 
trange* the husband aud wife from one 
another. 
W hen a husband lias had oho 
eye totally destroyed and the other 
seriously injured, he is usually ready, 
no m atter how much he may have loved 
his small wife, to tell her that hence­ 
forth she must (‘boose between him and 
her parasol, 
(lf course >lie cannot, 
with any self-respect, give up the latter, 
and thus two hearts that originally beat 
as one are sundered forever and beat in 
solitude and grief. 
Few people have any idea of tho 
amount of eyes that 
are annually 
ruined bv the parasols of small wives. 
In tin* year 1871*, it is estimated that in 
the United States atone two hundred 
and sivt) eyes were totally put out, 
and seven hundred aud nine were more 
or less injured. 
No accurate table of 
the number of divorcers produced by 
the smile cause has been made, but the 
fact thai about two-thirds of all the 
divorced men in the State of Illinois 
are one-eyed gives us some idea of the 
extent to which the parasol in the 
hands of a wife objectional!^' small 
ruins the peace of families. 
What is the proper remedy for th is 
giant evil? This is the question which 
Interests every man who has or who 
contemplates taking a small wife. 
It 
will not 4lo t<> increase the length of 
the parasol handle* inversely as the 
hcdght of the wife. 
There is a certain 
standard of length of the 
parasol

George Gledhill, of Jefferson, 
a short hand reporter, had his shoulder 
dislocated, and receive I a severe shock, 
which made him unconscious for some 
time, so that it was thought he was dan­ 
gerously hurt.
